Harrell, whose family has 
amassed considerable wealth and 
land holdings in Clay county, 
founded the Christian Conserva- 
tive Church on his estate and 
attracted about 100 followers, 
most of them from small towns 
in Illinois. His announced ob- 
jective is to fight Communism, 
and he claims divine inspiration. 

Davis, 18, had been sheltered

KEY WEST, Fla., Aug. 5 (AP) 
—Fidel Castro’s government has 
declared all Cuban paper money | 
outside the island void and told 
residents of Cuba they must ex- 
change their money for new bills, 
the Havana radio announced 
today. 

The exchange must be made 
tomorrow and Monday at 3500 
designated places throughout the 
island. Travel to and from Cuba 
will be suspended during those 
days, the radio reported. 


In Miami, Pan American Air- 
ways, the only United States line 
flying into Cuba, announced the 
Cuban government has canceled 
all flights for today, tomorrow 
and Monday. The airline nor- 
mally makes two round trips a 
day between Miami and Havana, 
mostly to bring refugees out 
of Cuba. 

The broadcast explained that 
the move, adopted last night at 
an extraordinary meeting of. the 
Council of Ministers, was de- 
signed to ‘‘prevent the employ- 
ment of counter-revolutionary 
resources abroad for acts against 
the revolutionary government.”’ 

In the exchange, every person 
will receive only 200 pesos ($200 
at the official exchange rate) in 
cash—the rest of his money to be 
deposited in his behalf in the 
Cuban National Bank. 

Each family has been cau- 
tioned to designate only one 
person to effect its transactions, 
for which sworn statements, sub- 
ject to the law of perjury, will be 
required. ;

Armed Guards Reported Riding 
Some Planes to Stop Hijackings 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
Stuart G. president of

The party statutes declared 
collectivity to be “the highest 
principle of party leadership.” 
They said a “cult of personal- 
ity,”’ an allusion to Stalin’s one- 
man rule, ‘‘could not be tolerat- 
ed in the party.”

Soviet Communist 
revisionism refers 
to independent Communism 
such as that practiced by 
Marshal Josip Tito Broz in 
Yugoslavia. Dogmatism is a 
term that has been used by 
Russian commentators in allud- 
ing to aspects of Chinese Com- 
munist ideology. 
Approved June 19. 

The new party rules, which 
filled the first two pages in this 
morning’s editions'of the prin- 
cipal Moscow newspapers, were 
approved last June 19 at a 
plenary meeting of the Soviet 
Communist party.

Collective Leadership. 

On the question of assuring a 
collective leadership of the coun-

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agency, quoted the rules as say-

“The party rules point out that 
the highest principle of party 
leadership is collectivism—which 
is an indispensable condition of 
the normal functioning of party 


organizations, the correct educa- | 


tion of the personnel, the de- 
velopment of the Communist’s 
activity and initiative. The per- 
sonality cult and the violations 
of interparty democracy con- 
nected with it cannot be tolerated 
in’ the party, They are incom- 
patible with the Leninist prin- 
ciples of party life. 

“The collective leadership does 
not exempt persons in office 
from their responsibility for the 
job entrusted to them. 

“Discussions on debatable or 
insufficiently clear issues are 
possible within the framework 
of individual organizations or the 
party as a whole. A party-wide 
discussion is necessary: 

A. If the need for it is recog- 
nized by several regional or re- 
public party organizations: 

B. If there is no firm majority 
within the central committee on 
important questions of party 
policy. 

C. If the central party commit- 
tee finds it necessary to Cconsuit 
the entire party on some ques- 
tion of party policy.”’ 

The party statutes incorporated 
a new principle of periodic re- 
newal of the membership of 
Communist party organizations. 
This policy has been touched 
upon in the draft program of the 
Communist party published last 
Sunday.

organizations ranging from the 
national central committee and

Germans Increase 


Steps to Seal Off 


Escape Route. 


BERLIN, Aug. 5 (AP)—More 
than 10,000 East Germans fled 
to the West this week as the 
Communists increased pressure 
to seal off the Berlin escape 
route. 

The total of 10,419 announced 
by the West German Refugee 
Ministry today was the highest 
for any week of this year. 

This included only those who 
registered at refugee reception 
centers in West Berlin and West 
Germany. Hundreds more make 
their way direct to relatives or 
new registration 
formalities until later. 

The official totals in the previ- 
ous three weeks were 7974, 8602 
and 6737. 

The flood has risen steadily 
since tension over Berlin in- 
creased and the fear spread that 
it might soon be too late to get 
out 

The Communists have been 
tightening controls on approaches 
to Berlin and on the Iron Cur- 
tain border between Communist 
territory and West Germany. 

Western authorities reported 
such Red measures as issuance 
of special identity cards barring 
the holders from Berlin and 
strengthened police patrols on 
roads and railways. 

The refugee stream was swelled 
with East Berlin residents 
harassed by the Communists be- 
cause they work in the west sec- 
tors of the city. The East Berlin 
authorities, defying Allied pro- 
tests, are pressing a campaign 
to make life harder for these 
persons. The result is that many 
of the estimated 80,000 com- 
muters are giving up their 
homes to live in the west nearer 
their jobs.

Justice Livingston said a reso- 
lution pending in the Senate 
would give unlimited jurisdiction 
to the World Court in the United 
States. The Senate approved a 
treaty for the United States to 
join the court in 1946 but made 
several reservations, he said. 


The major reservation § ex- 
cludes from the court matters 
which the United States deter- 
mines to be within its domestic 
jurisdiction. We cannot be cer- 
tain that an unrestrained World 
Court would be inclined to bring 
standards. of freedom in the 
world up to those guaranteed by 
our Constitution, he asserted, 

Strong Stand Rejected. 


The National Conference of 
Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws yesterday rejected, after 
sharp debate, a move to commit 
the conference to a strong stand 
on strict liability laws in cases 
involving nuclear accidents. 


Conference delegates approved 
a proposed draft of the law as a 
*‘model state act,’” which means 
that state legislatures can do 
as they please with its recom- 
mendations. Proponents of a 
strong stand sought to have it 
named a ‘“‘uniform state act,” 
which would have committed 
delegates to lobby for its pas- 
sage, in present form, in their 
home states.

One of the major paradoxes in American 
business is the profitless growth of the air 
lines. The faster the airliners fly and the 
greater the seating capacity, the less their 
profits and the more their troubles. Yet 
plans are being made in industry and Govern- 
ment to have airliners in use before 1970 
which will be three times as fast and three 
to four times as costly as those of today. As 
this vicious circle swings wider, what is to be 
done to keep the air lines solvent? 

In 1938, a 160-mile-an-hour DC-3 cost $125.- 
000 and usually was paid for out of retained 
earnings. Today a 615-mile-an-hour jetliner 
costs more than $5,000,000 and that is five 
times the profit of the trunk air carriers for 
1960. One or two lines made a profit but 
most went into the red. Yet Najeeb E. Hala- 
by, the Federal Aviation Administrator, told 
the House Astronautics Committee recently 
that the next step, a 2000-mile-an-hour air- 
liner, would cost $275,000,000 to $700,000,000 
to develop. Once in production, each plane 
would cost from $12,500,000 to $20,000,000. 
Each would carry from 100 to 150 passengers 
and cruise at 70,000 feet. 

os ~ * 

President Kennedy last March asked Con- 
gress for $12,000,000 to cover initial air- 
frame and engine studies for this long-haul 
plane. It is generally agreed by air line and 
Federal officials that Federal funds are neces- 
sary because development costs will be too 
much and potential purchasers too few to 
permit private plane makers to develop it 
alone. The story of the jetliners written in 
red ink is an ominous indication of what may 
lie ahead. In the three years since jets came 
in, the carriers, unable to buy them out of 
retained earnings, have had to load up with 
debt obligations. High interest cuts into op- 
erating revenues and depresses profits. Thus 
investors are discouraged and air line com- 
mon stock values fall. The air line wants to 
sell more stock to buy more equipment but 
new offerings are ruled out by the low price 
of outstanding shares. That means more debt 
financing which adds more interest costs, cuts 
net income and discourages the investors gain. 

* - . 


But something must be done because the 
supersonic airliner is sure to come, aviation 
experts and many Congressmen say. If we 
don’t get it first, Soviet Russia will. Mr. Hala- 
by says we “may not be first” but we will 
“have the best” supersonic airliner. As he 
pointed out, the British were first 10 years 
ago with the subsonic jet transport, the 
Comet, but it had a fatal defect .which led to 
three accidents that knocked the Comet out. 
The British then lost the jet transport field 
to the American planes. 

What aviation needs is a way to fill the in- 
creased seat capacity. The University of 
Michigan Research Center says only 29 per 
cent of the adult population in this country 
have ever flown in commercial craft. Only 
9 per cent of the adult population used air- 
liners in the year between June, 1957, and 
June, 1958. A program that would attract the 
great potential that exists to the air lines 
should do much to hold back the tide of red 
ink. Until then, faster airliners seem sure 
to run into more financial turbulence unless 
they are heavily subsidized or nationalized. 


Meacham -Park Isn’t Kinloch 

The trouble with the County Council’s pro- 
grat for redevelopment of Meacham Park, an 
unincorporated enclave of Negro settlers 
south of Kirkwood, is that it is to be operated 
out of Clayton without benefit of one of the 
important tools of urban renewal; further- 
more it tends to ignore the complex human 
problems involved. 

Owing in large measure to Supervisor Mc- 
Nary’s failure of leadership for public hous- 
ing, no low-rent public housing will be avail- 
able in Meacham Park for those displaced 
by the renewal program. They are expected 
to “double up” with friends or relatives, or 
leave the county altogether for public housing 
in St. Louis. Councilman Dowling’s state- 
ment that “somebody always gets hurt in 
projects like this” will apply unless the Fed- 
eral Government takes another look at it. 

Mr. Dowling to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, Meacham Park is not at all comparable 
to Kinloch, which is an incorporated county 
municipality that runs its own renewal pro- 
gram independently of the Council. Kinloch 
citizens conscious of the human problems are 
in charge there. They foresaw the need for 
public housing before renewal could be at- 
tempted. And when Mr. McNary by inaction 
encouraged the voters to kill public housing 
at Jefferson Barracks, thereby dooming it 
elsewhere in the unincorporated areas, Kin- 
loch went ahead and built 100 public housing 
units of its own. This paved the way for its 
current redevelopment program of 500 units, 
including single-family and multiple dwellings. 

Judging by Kinloch’s experience, Meacham 
Park might have been better off if it were a 
city running its own affairs. 


Standards for Federal Service 


The standard of conduct expected of Gov- 
ernment employes has been clarified in a new 
code prepared by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and promulgated by the White House. 
Integrity, loyalty and discretion cannot be as- 
sured by such means alone, but awareness of 
a set of rules does help to eliminate misun- 
derstandings as to what is proper, and it elim- 
inates excuses for misconduct. 

The new code forbids the divulging of “‘of- 
ficial information.” Matters affecting national 
security already are “restricted,” “classified,” 
“secret,” or “top secret.’ This rule covers 
primarily information which might be useful 
in obtaining contracts or other financial 
advantages. 

Outside employment is forbidden when it 
“might reasonably result in a conflict of inter- 
est or an apparent conflict of interest,” and 
where it interferes with a worker’s efficiency 
or reflects discredit on the Government. 

The code also prohibits the acceptance of 
gifts, gratuities or favors “which might be 
reasonably interpreted by others” as affect- 
ing the employe’s impartiality. Financial in- 
terests in conflict with federal employment 
are forbidden, and so is the use of Govern- 
ment property for other than official purposes. 

Given the diversity of governmental activi- 
ties, these rules perforce are stated in sonfe- 
what general terms. But each department 
head is responsible for more specific interpre- 
tations. On the whole, the restrictions are rea- 
sonable. They do not work the hardships 
which might have resulted from some of Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s original proposals. Together 
with the modifications he has suggested to 
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Congress in connection with the more strin- 
gent conflict-of-interest provisions now on the 
books—such as the bréad requirement that 
officials divest themselves of stock holdings— 
they indicate a desire to maintain the integri- 
ty of public service without making it too bur- 
densome. But the code is not simply for the 
protection of the Government. Employes are 
reminded especially of “the requirements of 
courtesy, consideration and promptness in 
dealing with or serving the public.” 


The Forgotten People 

The twentieth century yet may be set down 
as the most heartless of centuries because of 
its tragic wars and their consequences. Among 
these consequences was the unsettling of 
millions, and the number of homeless refu- 
gees was increased by disturbances such as 
the Hungarian and Arab-Israeli struggles. 

When in the news, they aroused widespread 
compassion. Many were resettled or repa- 
triated during World Refugee Year, June 
1959 to July 1960; but without this special 
emphasis on their plight, the others again 
became people forgotten by almost all but 
the United Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees, Felix M. Schnyder of Switzerland. 

Thus in his recent report he stated that 
there still are more than 800,000 refugees in 
Europe alone. Of these, some 15,000 are living 
in camps under U.N. jurisdiction, and another 
65,000 are living outside of camps but often 
in need of international help. There are other 
thousands of refugees in the Far East and 
elsewhere. 

While the publicity of Refugee Year in- 
duced a number of nations to open their 
doors especially to handicapped refugees, the 
U.N. this year has received less than half of 
the commissioner’s modest $7,000,000 budget. 
Hong Kong has offered to take in 5000 Euro- 
pean refugees in Asia, but the U.N. needs 
$1,500,000 for their transportation. The sums 
involved are even more modest than the 
$12,000,000 the U.N. was able to raise for its 
Refugee Year program. It is hard to believe 
that the money will not be forthcoming in a 
generally prosperous world. 

In spite of such luke-warm financial sup- 
port, the U.N. has done much for the refugees. 
Thus between 1955 and the beginning of this 
year, it moved about 50,000 of them out of 
camps in Austria, Italy, Germany and Greece. 
It has worked to improve their political 
status; some 15,000 were naturalized last year. 
For this as well as for resettlement, the High 
Commissioner is grateful to co-operating 
nations. But the fact remains that thousands 
still are in his charge, and other thousands 
still are rootless, living as best they can. 
These people are a charge on the conscience 
of the comfortable. 


Whistle Blows for Tourists 

After adding a bit of sweetening for the 
Virgin Islands, Congress has sent to the 
President legislation to cut from $500 to $100 
the duty-free allowance for tourists. That 
still amounts to $200 for the typical travel- 
ing couple, which should be enough to buy 
mantillas for Aunt Mame, perfume for Cousin 
Elizabeth, a pipe for Uncle Tom and most of 
the other supercargo tourists bring back. We 
doubt if very many tourists or foreign shop- 
keepers will be hurt by the new regulation. 
But if the volume of tourist shopping is not 
appreciably affected, then of course the regu- 
lation will have been proved to be unsuited to 
its purpose, which was to help adjust the 
country’s balance of payments. The restric- 
tion expires in two years. By then it should 
be possible to know precisely what its effect 
has been and whether its renewal is called for. 


Baseball Records, Bargain Size 

Those reared in the stern, Horatio Alger- 
Grantland Rice, do-or-die, sink-or-swim tradi- 
tion are interested only in an amused sort 
of way in the hoop-la of the young fogies 
about the M & M home run-hitting. Sure, 
Mantle and Maris are ahead of Babe Ruth’s 
pace, and unlike others who at one time or 
another were ahead of his pace but never 
matched his record, they actually may put 
more balls over the fence than the 60 the 
Babe drove out in 1927,

want to get a record and not just a foot- 
note into the book. Shucks, if they do it be- 
fore the end of the last inning of a 162-game 
season, give them a record.

Instructions for the Jury 

Thirteen years ago the United States Su- 
preme Court criticized some Illinois criminal 
procedures as a “merry-go-round.” Since then, 
the state has adopted a series of reforms 
under the leadership of its own Supreme 
Court. The latest is the court’s appointment 
of a Committee on Jury Instructions in Crim- 
inal Cases with Prentice H. Marshall, Chicago 
attorney, as chairman. 

Why are jury instructions so important? 
They are the legal rules for considering the 
facts of the case given by the judge to the 
jury after it has heard the evidence and argu- 
ments. In Illinois, the judge frequently uses 
instructions proposed by the prosecutor or de- 
fense lawyer. or both. Imprecise or biased 
instructions can lead to miscarriages of jus- 
tice. In fact, a survey of Illinois Supreme 
Court decisions shows that more than a fifth 
of the convictions appealed in 20 years in- 
volved the correctness of jury instructions 
and, similarly, a fifth of the convictions re- 
versed involved erroneous instructions. 

The new committee’s task is to prepare un- 
derstandable and unprejudiced instructions as 
a guide for prosecutors and defense counsel. 
Both the court and its committee are to be 
commended for making clarity and fairness 
essential companions in trial by jury.

Between Book Ends Five Small Republics 


THE FAILURE OF UNION: CEN. 
TRAL AMERICA, 1824-1960, by 
Thomas L. Karnes. (University of 
North Carolina Press, 277 pgs. $6.) 


Casually glancing over the map of 
Central America, North Americans 
often wonder just why the five small 
countries have not been united. Geo- 
graphic, demographic and economic 
reasons can easily be advanced for 
such a union, and many North Ameri- 
cans have long argued for a Central 
American confederation. Indeed, a 
closer survey of history will disclose 
that efforts at union have been repeat- 
edly tried, that the Central Americans 


themselves have made such efforts, and | 


that up to now, political considerations 
as well as developing nationalism have 
seemed to prevent union. 

Thomas L. Karnes’s ‘‘The Failure of 
Union” is a well-written monographic- 
type study of the subject, and it is one 
of few studies being issued today on the 
five countries that make up Central 
America: Guatemala, El Salvador, 


Honduras, Nicaragua and Costa Rica. 
The first confederation, lasting 15 
years, was formed in 1824; it was the 
only time that union actually was ham- 
mered into reality in the 135 years of 
independence for these small republics. 
Since then, countless efforts — confer- 
ences, proposals, and the like — have 
been made at union, but the five na- 
tions have remained apart. 

_Mr. Karnes, using archives in this 
country and in each of the Central 
American nations, has detailed this 
“failure” of efforts at union with com- 
petence and keen historical judgment. 

But Mr. Karnes’s interesting thesis 
is this: That unity efforts have ignored 
the deep, fundamental differences be- 
tween the countries. He probes be- 
neath the surface similarities and sug- 
gests that there may come a time when 
union is worked out—if not soon. 

He argues that (1) the failure of rep- 
resentative government in the region, 
(2) nationalism, and (3) the relative 
isolation of Costa Rica, have prevented 


the states to have such laws, but these 
have been so eroded by court rulings 
of recent years that only 27 out of an 
original 48 remain. Enforcement is 
feeble in many of these, and there 
have been wholesale desertions among 
manufacturers who formerly ‘‘fair- 
traded.”’ 


What the movement is seeking now 
is federal legislation to authorize “‘fair 
competitive practice’ everywhere— 
even in states where it’s not authorized 
by local law. A retailer who cut prices 
a penny below the figure dictated by 
the factory would be guilty of a federal 
offense—subject to damage suits filed 
by those who consider themselves in- 
jured. A manufacturer could if he 
wished also make his fixed retailing 
price a maximum as well as a mini- 
mum, and any merchant who found 
customers willing to pay more would 
be vulnerable to court attack. 


If enacted, the new law could force 
significant changes in America’s eco- 
nomic landscape, and manv hostile 
members of Congress insist the Eisen- 
hower Administration was right in cal- 
culating it would rob the consumer, 
abridge retailer freedom, reduce com- 
petition in the economy—and start a 
stampede away from brand - name 
wares to off-brand products.

They are 
not supposed to talk in responsible 
terms. When, however, the apostle of 
conservative thought talks that way, it 
makes shivers run down one’s spine. 
He scarcely realizes that the reckless- 
ness of his foreign policy would ruin 
the benefits he assures would come 
from a conservative domestic policy. 

The American people are beginning 
to wake up to the futility and tragedy 
of such impossible objectives. There 
is a vast difference between telling the 
masters of the Kremlin that we will 
stand by our right in Berlin with all 
of the might and power our country 
can mobilize, and in making irresponsi- 
ble threats. It is one thing to make 
war to defend our rights; it is quite 
another thing to go out on another 
futile crusade, and expect ‘“‘total vic- 
tory’ to give us what we want, 


union. Moreover, he suggests that the 
United States, in its-nineteenth century 
role of encouraging confederation and 
its early twentieth century appearance 
of opposition to union, has posed a 
problem for Central Americans. But 
generally, the United States role has 
been one of favoring union. 

With this background, Mr. Karnes, 
who teaches history at Tulane Univer- 
sity, wonders if the grass-roots strength 
of confederation hasn’t been exagger- 
ated. ‘‘There are no mass movements, 
no popular demonstrations, no con- 
federationist candidates,’ he writes, 
adding this caution: ‘The goal should 
be Central American welfare, not a 
form of government. Other tiny na- 
tions in the world have thrived, edu- 
cated their children, and met the re- 
sponsibilities of government. These 
aims are real and attainable. They 
warrant some of the money, effort and 
blood which have gone into the elusive 
dream, wasted in a century of failyre.”

And twice he 
gave his man the slip so neatly, 
with the footwork and head fake 
of a prize-ring phantom, that 
Northwestern’s Elbert Kimbrough 
tangled his feet and fell down 
while trying to ke | 
Tommy. 

Making their professional de- 
buts the hard way—against a 
team determined to prove that it 
deserved to be a two-touchdown 
favoritewere Missouri’s Danny 
LaRose, who played No. 1 de- 
fensive left end for the All-Stars, 
and three Illinois regulars. Bill 
Brown, at fullback, and Joe Rut- 
gens, at defensive tackle, were in 
action considerably, more than 
Joe Krakoski, offensive halfback. 
Southern Illinois’s Houston Ant- 
win played offensive guard. 

A crowd that hoped for the up-

The New York Yankees do—
